TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HEALTH  COMMITTEE. 

Mr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  ard  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough 
for  the  year  1959. 

There  was  again  a slight  decline  in  the  Registrar 
General's  estimate  of  the  population.  Unfortunately,  this 
was  expected  as  a result  of  the  reorganisation  of  the  main 
industry,  the  production  of  Textiles, 

The  Live  Birth  Rate  for  Colne  is  13.5  per  thousand  of 
the  population  which  is  slightly  less  than  previous  years. 

The  rate  for  the  country  as  a whole  is  l6.5  per  thoussind. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  20  per  thousand  live 
births  is  less  than  the  rate  for  the  country  as  a whole 
which  is  22. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  was  nil. 

The  Death  Rate  is  14.7  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

A disturbing  feature  of  this  is  the  number  of  deaths  in 
the  later  end  of  the  middle  aige  group  of  males  from  Coronary 
Disease  smd  Circulatory  Diseases  generally.  There  is  need 
for  more  research  work  on  heart  disease. 

I am  grateful  to  many  of  my  colleagues  and  others 
for  Information  relative  to  work  outside  my  control  which 
has  been  of  assistsuice  to  me  in  the  preparation  of  this 
Report,  and  also  to  the  Health  Committee  and  my  Staff  for 
their  co-operation  and  willing  assistance  throughout  the 
year.

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STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 

The  Borough  of  Colne  is  well  situated,  healthy  and  in 
excellent  natural  surroundings.  It  is  600  ft.  to  800  ft. 
above  sea  level.  There  is  good  natural  drainage  and  a 
plentiful  water  supply. 

Approximately  one  half  of  the  workers  were  employed 
in  the  textile  industry.  The  other  main  industries 
are  plastics,  engineering,  building  auid  civil  engineering 
and  distributive. 

During  the  first  ten  months  of  the  year  there  was  a 
continuous  downward  trend  in  the  number  of  persona  unemployed 
but  during  November  and  December  there  was  a regular  increase 
due  to  redundancies  caused  by  the  Cotton  Reorganisation 
Scheme.  There  has  been  little  short  time  working  since 
March.  1959.  The  unemployed  register  at  the  year  end  was 
l60,  (64  men  and  9^  women;  including  3 '“cn  and  6 women 
temporarily  unemployed.  Outstanding  vacancies  at  the  end 
of  the  year  were  64,

The  Hospital  Services  for  the  Borough  are  provided  by  the 
Burnley  and  District  Hospital  Management  Committee  of  the  North- 
West  Regional  Hospital  Board,  and  action  is  taken  by  them  to 
secure  adequate  hospital  treatment  for  the  varying  needs  of  the 
people.

THE  CHRISTIANA  HARTLEY  MATERNITY  HOME 


The  Christiana  Hartley  Maternity  Home  and  Ante-Natal  Clinic  in 
Barrowford  Road,  serves  the  Borough  of  Colne  and  the  neighbouring 
districts. 

The  accommodation  available  consists  of  14  maternity  beds 
and  2 isolation  beds.  The  maternity  block  contains  2 labour 
wards,  sterilisation  room,  nursery  and  duty  room.  There  is 
also  an  ante-natal  clinic,  observation  block,  kitchen  and  laundry. 

The  accommodation  at  the  Home  has  been  very  fully  occupied. 

Experience  has  shown  the  need  for  additional  single  rooms 
for  the  proper  nursing  of  special  types  of  cases,  e.g.  difficult 
labours,  post  eclampsia,  heart  conditions,  caesarian  section 
and  premature  births,  and  particularly  for  the  provision  of 
ante-natal  beds. 


PREMATURE  INFANTS 

Premature  infants  are  retained  in  the  Maternity  Home  until 
their  progress  is  equal  to  that  of  a child  born  at  full  term 
pregnjincy. 

Premature  babies  born  at  home  are  admitted  to  the  Maternity 
Home  or  hospital  if  the  home  conditions  aire  unsuitable.  The 
midwife  has  access  to  special  equipment  maintained  at  the 
Divisional  Health  Offices  for  premature  babies,  should  it  be 
necessary.

ANTE-NATAL  AND  POST-NATAL  CARE 

Expectant  mothers  are  urged  to  attend  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics 
and  take  full  advantage  of  the  facilities  they  offer. 

Mothers  are  strongly  advised  to  have  at  least  one  post-natal 
examination  approximately  six  weeks  after  the  baby  is  born.  A 
great  deal  of  unnecessary  discomfort  and  ill-health  is  borne  by 
sensitive  women  who  have  a mistaken  belief  that  such  suffering 
is  sm  inevitable  accompaniment  of  childbirth. 

I again  repeat  the  need  for  emphasis  on  the  value  of  post- 
natal examinations.  At  the  present  time,  too  great  a difference 
exists  between  the  number  of  ante-natal  and  post-natal  examinations.

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DAY  NURSERIES 


There  are  two  Day  Nurseries  under  the  administration  of 
the  County  Council. 

The  one  at  North  Valley  Road  accommodates  76  children 
and  that  at  Haverholt  48  children.  * 

Newtown  Nursery  School,  which  is  under  the  control  of 
the  Education  Authority,  accommodates  40  children. 

These  nurseries  have  been  fully  occupied  during  the  year. 


CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION 

(Under  Part  VII  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  I936) 

The  welfare  of  children  has  long  been  the  concern  and 
interest  of  this  local  authority  and,  in  spite  of  the  powers 
to  act  being  transferred  to  the  County  Council,  the  interest 
is  always  present. 

Information  of  oases  of  neglect  or  cruelty,  or  both, 
reaches  the  Department  through  very  many  channels.  These 
eire  usually  School  Nurses,  Health  Visitors,  Teachers, 
Attendance  Officers,  and  on  many  occasions  through  neighbours. 
All  rumours  or  reports  are  investigated.  Warnings  are 
issued  if  necessary  and  close  watch  is  kept  on  the  case  or 
cases.  If  all  this  fails  to  produce  the  desired  effect,  the 
N.S.P.C.C.  Ins; ec tor  is  communicated  with,  and  he  visits  the 
house.  Usually,  this  has  a salutary  effect.  In  all  cases 
where  warnings  have  been  issued  or  there  has  been  a suspicion 
of  neglect,  close  supervision  is  maintained. 


CHILDREN'S  ACT.  1948 

By  the  provision  of  this  Act,  certain  classes  of  children 
come  under  the  care  of  the  Children's  Department  of  the  County 
Council.  The  Dejartment  is  responsible  for  children  who 
are  for  one  reason  or  another  deprived  of  the  normal  care  of 
their  parents. 

The  children  are  cared  for  in  children's  homes,  residential 
nurseries,  hostels  and  foster  homes.

INFECTIOUS 


The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  during  the 
year  was  low,  with  the  exception  of  scarlet  fever  and 
respiratory  tuberculosis.  The  majority  of  the  62  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  were  in  the  age  group  of  3 - 10  years,  and  more 
than  half  of  the  cases  occurred  during  the  first  half  of  the 
year.  The  infection  was  mostly  of  a mild  nature,  only  1 case 
being  admitted  to  hospital.  Fourteen  cases  of  respiratory 
tuberculosis  were  notified. 


VACCINATION 


SMALLPOX  - It  is  to  be  regretted  that  such  a large  number 
of  parents  do  not  accept  the  vaccination  of  their  children 
against  smallpox.  With  the  increasing  number  of  people 
travelling  by  air,  and  thus  getting  from  one  spot  on  the  globe 
to  another  in  a matter  of  hours,  the  chance  of  smallpox  being 
introduced  into  our  area  is  very  much  greater,  I would  strongly 
urge  parents  to  have  their  babies  vaccinated  as  early  as  possible 
after  birth. 

TUBERCULOSIS  - B.C.O,  (Bacillus  Calmette  Guerin)  vaccination 
against  tuberculosis  was  again  offered  to  school  children  who 
had  reached  the  age  of  13  years.  The  response  was  better, 
but  far  from  satisfactory.  B.C.G.  vaccination  gives  protection 
against  tuberculosis,  and  protection  is  very  necessary  as  there 
are  still  many  undiscovered  cases,  15  new  cases  being  discovered 
in  this  town  last  year. 

It  is  proposed  in  the  future  to  offer  vaccination  to 
children  of  14  years  and  upwards,  and  to  students  at  universities 
and  colleges, 

POLIOMYELITIS  - Immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  was 
offered  to  persons  from  the  age  of  fa  months  to  25  years  and  to 
expectant  mothers  of  all  ages.  Three  injections  are  necessary, 
the  first  two  at  an  interval  of  4 weeks,  and  the  third  one  no  less 
than  seven  months  after  the  second  injection.  Up  to  the  end  of 
the  year  67%  of  school  children  in  this  town  had  been  given 
protection  against  poliomyelitis  and  26%  of  those  between  l6  years 
M 25  years.  It  is  gratifying  that  the  response  has  improved, 
ihis  service  has  more  recently  been  offered  to  persons  up  to  40 
years  of  age.  ^

Dear  Sir, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  sixth  Annual  Report  on 
the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  Statistical  information 
with  brief  comment  is  set  out  under  the  respective  headings 
later  in  the  Annual  Report.  A few  general  observations  provide 
a foreword  to  this  report. 

SUUGHTERHOUSES. 

Within  the  12  months  commencing  the  2nd  November  1959  a 
report  on  the  slaughtering  facilities  available  in  their  area 
at  present  and  in  the  forseeable  futiire  has  to  be  sent  to  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  by  every  local 
authority  in  the  country.  The  conditions  in  the  existing 
slaughterhouses  have  to  be  weighed  against  a new  standard  of 
hygienic  construction  and  practice,  and  deficiencies  in  the 
buildings  and  equipment  have  to  be  assessed.  The  local 
authorities  have  to  indicate  a date  by  which  time  they  expect 
any  required  alterations  to  be  completed.  The  general  aim  is 
to  upgrade  the  slaughterhouses  which  will  continue  in  being 
and  to  refuse  further  licences  for  those  which  cannot  be  brought 
up  to  the  desired  standard.  The  Ministry  create  the  uniformity 
of  judgement  of  slaughterhouses  amongst  local  authorities  by 
accepting  or  refusing  the  local  authority's  proposals. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  many  slaughterhouses  will  go  out  of 
existence  throughout  the  country  and  those  that  are  accepted 
will  be  above  criticism  on  present  day  standards. 

The  Slaughterhouse  Report  for  this  Borough  has  been 
submitted  for  confirmation.  All  three  slaughtering  premises  - 
i.e.  the  Public  Abattoir  and  the  two  existing  private 
slaughterhouses  - sire,  with  some  improvements,  regarded  as 
complying  with  the  new  standards.  The  Ist  of  January  19^1 
has  been  recommended  to  the  Ministry  as  the  date  by  which  the 
alterations  and  improvements  will  have  been  completed. 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

One  hundred  per  cent  inspection  of  all  food  smimals 
slaughtered  in  the  town  was  again  maintained.  There  was  a 
further  decrease  in  the  number  of  cattle  slaughtered,  3>9o7 
as  against  4,275  in  the  previous  year.  As  against  this,  the 
sheep  slaughtered  increased  by  nearly  2,000  and  pigs  by  over 
500.  At  the  Public  Abattoir  in  particular  there  were  2,300 
additional  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year.  The  incidence 
of  tuberculosis  in  cattle  was  again  lower  than  ever  before, 
being  2.7  per  cent  of  the  cows  slaughtered  and  3*2  per  cent 
of  cattle  other  than  cows.  Prom  the  1st  March  I960  the 
Tuberculosis  (Area  Eradication)  Order,  1950  became  operative 
in  the  remaining  areas  of  the  Country.  Compulsory  testing 
of  all  outstanding  herds  and  the  slaughtering  of  reactors 
is  being  undertaken.  Tuberculosis  in  cattle  may  eventually 
become  as  rare  as  diphtheria  in  humans. 
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SLUM  CLEARANCE. 


Towards  the  end  of  the  year  we  saw  the  start  of  the 
demolition  of  empty  houses  in  the  Nineveh  area  m^y  of 
which  had  been  standing  empty  for  years.  By  the  time  this 
report  is  read  180  houses  will  have  been  pulled  down.  The 
sites  have  been  ashed  over  and  are  as  tidy  as  it  is  reasonably 
possible  to  make  such  sites,  which  are,  however,  usually  an 
eyesore  until  redevelopment  takes  place. 


At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  the  Council  have  given  thought  to  and  determined 
their  policy  for  a second  5 year  programme  of  action 
against  unfit  properties.  200  houses  will  be  dealt  with  in 
this  programme  to  cover  the  years  1%1  - 65.  Progress  during 
the  year  1959  was  well  maintained  with  the  representation  of 
78  houses  for  clearance. 


SMOKE  CONTROL. 

Twelve  months  ago  I commented  in  the  Annual  Report  that 
the  Council  would  shortly  be  considering  whether  or  not  to 
embark  on  the  creation  of  smoke-control  areas.  Since  then  a 
survey  has  been  made  on  an  area  in  the  Barrowford  Road  district 
to  ascertain  the  cost  of  converting  fire  grates  for  the  burning 
of  smokeless  fuels.  Householders*  views  were  ascertained  on 
their  reaction  to  being  included  in  a smoke  free  area  and  the 
support  was  encouraging.  The  public  have  become  increasingly 
interested  in  the  condition  of  the  air  which  they  breathe. 

Dirt  in  all  its  forms  is  taking  on  a new  meaning  to  the  public 
at  large  and  included  in  this  meaning  is  slowly  being  accepted 
the  realisation  that  we  no  longer  need  accept  dirt  in  the 
atmosphere  as  inevitable.  The  report  on  the  result  of  the 
survey  is  at  present  being  considered  by  the  Council. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  refer  to  the  staffing 
problem  which  is  still  facing  the  Department.  Mr.  J.  Preston 
the  chief  clerk,  who  has  always  been  a tower  of  strength  in 
the  small  staff  of  this  Department  has  had  a prolonged  illness 
now  exceeding  six  months  in  duration.  We  wish  him  well.  In  his 
absence  the  junior  clerk.  Mr.  J.  Harrison  has  shouldered  the 
additional  responsibilities  and  much  additional  work  with 
great  credit  to  himself.  On  the  inspectorial  side  I am 
fortunate  in  having  very  willing  and  excellent  service  given 
by  my  deputy.  I should  also  like  to  record  the  Department's 
appreciation  of  the  encouragement  and  support  of  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  the  co-operation  given  by 
other  Corporation  Officials.  To  you.  Sir,  I offer  my  personal 
thanks  for  advice  arid  encouragement.

WATER  SUPPLY 


TOWN'S  WATER: 

The  town's  water  is  obtained  from  a catchment  area  of  780 
acres  near  at  hand  on  Emmott  Moor  and  feeds  the  Laneshaw 
Reservoir  which  has  a capacity  of  75  million  gallons. 

The  reservoir  is  well  situated,  858  feet  above  Ordnance 
Datum. 

Corn  Close  Borehole,  with  pumping  plant,  was  completed 
in  1937.  The  capacity  of  the  borehole  is  40,000  gallons  per 
hour. 


The  supply  is  adequate  and  of  excellent  quality,  giving 
satisfactory  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses.

Chlorination  plant  installed  in  the  Laneshaw  Filter  House, 
during  1942,  treats  both  the  low  level  and  high  level  supplies. 

Filtration  is  carried  out  by  Bell  smd  Candy  mechanical 
pressure  filters. 

Six  samples  have  been  analysed  for  plumbo-solvency,  and 
the  analyst  states  that  plumbo-solvent  action  is  negligible. 

Mains  extensions  to  new  housing  sites  have  been  laid. 
Reservicing  work  under  an  assisted  scheme  has  given  improved 
supplies  to  numerous  older  houses  in  various  parts  of  the  town. 

The  water  in  the  outlet  main  from  the  open-service 
reservoir  at  Bents  is  re-chlorinated.

Fifty-one  dwellings  obtain  their  water  from  private 
sources.  These  are  mainly  farmhouses,  and  country 
cottages. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

There  are  approximately  40  miles  of  sewers  within  the 

area. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  arrangements  for  sewage  disposal  are  concentrated 
at  the  Sewage  Purification  Works  in  Burnley  Road. 

The  first  stage  of  the  Sewage  Works  reconstruction 
was  brought  into  operation  in  October,  1959.  This 
stage  comprises  grit  and  detritus  removal,  two  primary 
settlement  tanks  and  a recirculation  pumping  station. 

It  is  expected  that  the  remaining  stage  of  secondary 
filters,  humus  tanks  and  press  house  will  be  completed 
by  the  end  of  the  year  19d0. 

Sewer  extensions  have  been  carriedout  to  40  new 
houses. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  Lancashire  Rivers  Board  is  responsible  for  the 
supervision  and  protection  of  the  rivers  and  streams 
in  the  area  and,  where  necessary  their  attention  is 
directed  to  cases  of  river  pollution.  No  cases  have 
been  reported  during  the  year. 
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CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 


There  were  6l  pail  closets  and  41  privies  still  in  use 
in  the  area  at  the  end  of  the  year.  In  most  of  these  cases 
there  is  an  adequate  supply  of  water,  but  no  sewer  available. 
Conversions  to  the  water  carriage  system  would  necessitate 
the  provision  of  a septic  tank  and  filter,  but  due  care 
should  be  taken  before  installations  are  carried  out,  to 
ensure  that  land  and  ditches  are  not  fouled  by  the  effluents. 

In  September,  1958,  for  a period  of  three  years,  the 
Council  made  available  a Grant  towards  the  cost  of 
converting  a pail  closet  to  a fresh  water  closet.  The  Grant 
is  £25,  or  half  the  cost  of  conversion,  whichever  is  the 
lower.  One  owner  qualified  for  a grant  of  £23  Is.  lOd.,  and 
another  of  £24  4s.  6d. 


The  conversion  of  119  waste-water  closets  into  fresh 
water  closets  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year  under 
review. 


The  Corporation  Grant  of  £7  10s.  Od. , per  conversion 
was  made  in  99  instances.  The  other  20  conversions  comprised 
part  of  improvement  schemes  submitted  to  the  Council  for 
approval,  and  the  cost  of  the  work  involved  qualified  for 
Improvement  Grants  under  the  conditions  of  the  Housing  Act. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  still  approximately 
2,360  waste-water  closets  within  the  Borough,  ^eir 
conversion  is  the  greatest  outstanding  sanitary  improvement 
needed.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  is  collected  from  approximately  7,521  bins  at 
houses  and  other  buildings,  and  is  transported  in  four 
Karrier  Bantam  refuse  collection  vehicles,  A weekly 
collection  of  house  refuse  is  maintained. 

Refuse  disposal  is  carried  out  solely  by  controlled 
tipping  at  Bunkers  Hill  Tip. 

A Salvage  Scheme  has  been  in  operation  since  1940, 
and  up  to  the  end  of  March,  I960,  8,459  tons  of  material 
at  a value  of  £37,876  had  been  recovered  and  sold. 

Street  cleansing  is  carried  out  by  a Karrier  Motor 
Sweeper  and  by  collectors,  working  on  the  "beat"  system 
with  "Orderly"  trucks. 

Oullies  are  emptied  by  a Karrier  "Yorkshire"  Gully 
Emptier,  Septic  tanks  are  emptied  at  owners'  request 
and  cost,  by  the  same  means.  There  are  no  cesspools  to 
be  cleansed  as  a rate  borne  charge. 

The  majority  of  the  pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly 
by  the  Corporation,  but  there  are  a number  of  pail  and 
privy  closets  in  the  more  inaccessible  psurts  of  the 
district  which  are  emptied  by  the  occupiers.  This  service 
is  administered  by  the  Borough  Engineer  to  whom  I am 
indebted  for  most  of  this  information.

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CLEAN  AIR  ACT.  1956 


One  hundred  and  sixty-nine  smoke  observations,  each  of 
30  minutes'  duration,  were  taken  during  the  year  from  the  40 
factory  chimneys  in  the  district.  In  I5  instances  it  was 
found  necessary  to  report  the  existence  of  a smoke  nuisance 
to  the  management  of  the  firms  concerned,  35  visits  were 
made  to  premises  regarding  smoke  emissions,  and  advice  given 
to  management,  engineers  and  stokers.  No  legal  proceedings 
were  instituted. 

No  requests  for  prior  approval  of  new  boiler  plants 
were  received.  In  one  instance,  notice  of  installation  of 
new  boiler  plant  was  given. 

Building  Bye-laws  made  on  October  Ist,  1957,  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  24  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  now  require 
the  provisions  in  new  buildings  of  such  arrangements  for 
heating  or  cooking  as  are  calculated  to  prevent  so  far  as  is 
practicable  the  emission  of  smoke. 


SMOKE  CONTROL  AREAS 


The  Council  decided  that  a survey  of  the  Barrowford 
Road  area  of  the  town  should  be  carried  out  to  obtain 
Information  on  the  costs  which  would  be  involved  in  creating 
a smoke  control  area,  A further  reason  for  personal  visiting 
was  to  gather  information  on  the  reactions  of  householders 
towards  smoke  control.  The  survey  was  started  in  December, 
1959  and  completed  in  May,  I96O. 

To  stimulate  interest  copies  of  the  pamphlets  "Clean 
air  for  you"  and  "Smoke  is  your  Enemy"  were  circulated 
to  every  householder  together  with  a letter  explaining  the 
reasons  for  the  survey.  An  exhibition  van  provided  by  the 
Solid  Smokeless  Fuels  Federation  gave  demonstrations  in  the 
area  on  the  burning  of  smokeless  fuel.  This  was  well 
attended  and  a great  deal  of  interest  was  shown. 

The  report  was  considered  by  the  Health  Committee  in 
June,  I960.

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 


There  are  no  privately  owned  swimming  baths  or  pools 
open  to  the  public.  The  Corporation  owns  Public  Baths  and 
Swimming  Pools,  which  were  opened  in  1909. 

They  consist  of  the  following: - 

An  adult  swimming  pool,  children's  swimming  pool,  shower 
and  foot  baths,  with  dressing  cubicles  and  sanitary 
accommodation.  There  is  also  a series  of  medicated  baths. 

The  children's  swimming  pool  is  closed. 

The  water  is  chlorinated  by  automatic  doser.  Six 
samples  of  bath  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination,  3 from  the  inlet  and  3 from  the  outlet.  Those 
from  the  inlet  were  all  satisfactory,  but  2 of  the  samples 
from  the  outlet  proved  unsatisfactory. 
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DISINFESTATION 


Disinfestation  is  here  taken  to  include  all  insects  and 
parasites. 

Private  houses  are  inspected  and  disinfested  upon 
complaint  of  infestation  from  the  owner  or  occupier,  and 
treatment  is  carried  out  according  to  circumstances.

There  are  on  the  register,  3 manufacturer/retailers  and 
62  retailers.  The  former  are  small  traders  supplying  their 
own  needs  and  the  latter  retail,  almost  exclusively, 
pre-packed  ice  cream.  In  addition,  there  are  2 motor 
vehicles  from  neighbouring  authorities  from  which  ice  cream 
is  sold  in  the  district. 

Twenty- three  inspections  were  made  during  the  year, 
including  visits  to  the  three  registered  manufacturer/ 
retailers.  Two  of  these  use  the  heat-treatment  method  and 
one  the  cold-mix  method  satisfactorily.  Five  informal 
samples  were  taken  for  quality  - all  were  genuine.

PUBLIC  ABATTOIR: 

Slaughtering  is  ceirried  out  at  the  Abattoir  by  the  North 
East  Lancashire  Meat  Wholesalers  Ltd. , on  their  own  behalf 
and  for  any  other  butcher  requiring  animals  slaughtered,  at 
charges  agreed  by  the  Corporation. 

Improvements  were  carried  out  to  the  Abattoir  in  1951/52, 
additional  lairage  provided  in  1953»  and  a refrigerator  and  an 
overhead  weighing  scale  were  installed  in  1955.  During  the 
year  an  additional  room  was  made  available  in  which  the 
K.E. L.  Meat  Wholesalers  Ltd.,  installed  a deep  freeze 
refrigerator  which  came  into  use  on  the  1st  January,  I960. 
Every  endeavour  is  made  to  ensure  that  slaughtering  takes 
place  under  the  most  hygienic  conditions.
